been carefully prepared for the occasion and it was 
made beautiful by the many scores of lovely floral tri- 
butes that had been sent from far and near. 


The main speaker at the service was Ernest S. Wil- 
liams, who had come as a representative of the General 
Council. Since Brother Williams, in 1929, had succeed- 
ed Brother Gaston as General Superintendent, he was 
able to speak out of abundant recollections of long years 
of friendship, and thereby to provide a heart-warming 
and inspiring account of Brother Gaston’s life and min- 
istry. Concluded Brother Williams: “We remain to take 
up the torch. I would call for a fresh revival for all of 
us. God fill us afresh that we may continue to present 
this glorious Gospel of the grace of God!” 

L. R. Keys, now President of Bethany Bible College, 
and long-time associate of Brother Gaston, spoke as a 
representative of the Northern California-Nevada Dis- 
trict. In part, Brother Keys based his remarks upon the 
text: “Know ye not that there is a prince and a great 
man fallen this day. . .” (2 Sam. 3:38). Among other 
things, Brother Keys pointed out that Bethany Park it- 
self is largely the result of the vision and leadership of 
Brother Gaston, and that the Park stands as an abiding 
memorial to him. 

The third speaker was Kenneth M. Haystead, Pastor 
of the First Assembly of God of Portland, Oregon, and 
until recently, the Assistant District Superintendent. 
Brother Haystead told of his associations with Brother 
Gaston through the years, including the time when he 
was a young church member of Bethel Temple of 
Sacramento and Brother Gaston was the pastor. Declar- 
ed Brother Haystead: “Brother Gaston was the greatest 
man that I have ever known.” 

Musical numbers were brought by Alice Wakefield, 
Gospel vocalist from San Francisco, and by the male 
quartet of the First Assembly of God of Santa Cruz. 
Brother Gaston’s successor, Leonard Palmer, was in 
charge of the service and introduced the various par- 
ticipants. Joseph L. Gerhart, the Secretary-Treasurer of 
the District, led in prayer and read a number of telegrams 
and messages of condolence which had been received. 
Included were messages from Head Office and several 
district leaders. Santa Cruz Pastor, Raymond P. Murray, 
brought the Scripture reading, using the same portions 
that he had read to Brother Gaston in the last moments. 
N. D. Davidson, Superintendent of the Oregon District, 
was among those seated on the platform. 

One item of particular interest during the service 
was the reading of a poetic tribute to Brother Gaston 
which had been written especially by our own J. Narver 
Gortner. Brother Gortner’s tribute is herein printed for 
all of us to preserve. 

The pallbearers represented the faculty of Bethany 
Bible College and the C. A. and Sunday School Depart- 
ments of the District. Honorary ‘pallbearers were the 
fifteen men who comprise the District Presbytery. 

Among those attending the service were a number 
of pastors and Christian workers from remote parts of 
Northern California and from Nevada.

NEARLY ONE MILLION 
DOLLARS RAISED FOR 
MISSIONS BY WMC 


Our national W. M. C, annual re- 
port reveals the staggering sum of 
$967,892.36 given to missions and 
benevolences by the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Council this past fiscal year. 
This is a gain of 45% over the amount 
reported last year. The national re- 
port is made by combining all of the 
district presidents’ reports for the 


year. Part of the offerings have been. 


distributed to home missions, district 
work, local churches and commun- 
ities. This comes to a total of $527,- 
552.64. Foreign missions received 
$261,244.86 of the offerings. $80- 
835.72 was given for relief and com- 
missary; $42,101.69 for new furnish- 
ings and clothing for our benevolence 
homes; $39,543.51 for canned foods; 
$16,233.94 for flowers for the sick; 
and $390.00 for literature distribution. 
Not included in the cash total are 
hundreds of boxes, cans and pounds 
of food and clothing which has been 
given. 

This total averages $19.23 per mem- 
ber given for these W. M. C. projects. 
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Preparation For Military Service 


UPON INTERVIEWING THE REPLACE- 
ments in my regiment I have always 
sent a letter to the soldier’s pastor, 
suggesting the home church keep in 
touch with him. I did not ask for a 
reply but did receive some. With the 


entire group 7% of my letters were. 


answered, with assurarices of interest 
in the soldier. But among those boys 
who became members of our active 


chapel fellowship the number of re- 
plies jumped to 42%. Does this not 
indicate that there is a definite rela- 
tionship between the home church’s 
concern and members maintenance of 
his christian testimony? 

But these replies seemed to indicate 
that there had been a continuous con- 
cern for their sons, not a mere senti- 
mental splurge of support for “our 
boys in the service”. Obviously this 
is a long range program; to begin in 
the nursery and to be followed thru 
to this return to your church after his 
military service. What can you do to 
prepare your boys for military serv- 
ice? 

First, tighten those ties to home, 
church, young peoples society, and 
Sunday School. Make sure that his 
conversion is real to him, and that he 
can explain it clearly to others. See 
to it that he actually joins and feels 
himself an integral part of such. Es- 
tablish that relationship on a firm 
foundation. Appeal to his sense of 
loyalty by making him proud of his 
home church associations. My heart 
has not been envious but thrilled, 
when some soldier has told me, “I 
like this chapel service, but if you are 
ever in my home state, be sure to visit 
our church and see a real, live, work- 
ing program!” Such an attitude usu- 
ally indicates a healthy regularity and 
dependability in regard to his local 
church, which in turn helps him to 
make the right beginning in the mili- 
tary service chapel program. — 

Emphasize the positive aids to a 
victorious life; such as prayer, Bible 
Study, witnessing, and 
Once he has learned the value of a 
quiet time for personal devotions he 
will be able to find that quiet time, 
even in a busy military schedule. 

Through fellowship meetings, both 
within our own denomination and the 
larger circle of other evangelical 
churches, help him to see the impor- 
tance of giving and receiving help 
from other Christians. This immedi- 
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obedience.

ately enlarges his circle of Christian 
friends and spares him that feeling of 
loneliness which has many a Chris- 
tian soldier to feel that he was for- 
saken by Christian friends. When 


all born-again Christians on any one 
military post or unit get together for 
fellowship they produce a powerful 
stimulus for Christian action.

Next, give him work to do, Fre- 
quently let that be a task seemingly 
beyond his capacity. Not only will 
that increase his faith in a great God, 
but it will give him self-confidence 
upon discovery of his own abilities 
and talents. Such experience will help 
him to look upon entry into military 
service as one more opportunity to 
serve His Lord. As in civilian life, 
let him prepare for and expect oppo- 
sition to Christian witnessing, but 
also let him discover that consistency 
in life and testimony will win many 
to Christ. 

Teach him a healthy respect for the 
military system. It is as good as good 
American people have been able to 


make it in 180 years, designed to pro- 


tect you; with no more interference 
with anyone’s personal liberties than 
is essential for military discipline. 
Thus you will help him to avoid the 
chip-on-the-shoulder antagonistic at- 
titude that some men have upon entry 
into service. Such antagonism hurts 
mostly the bearer, then ruins his 
Christian testimony, and finally makes 
the military less effective. 

Do not let him feel that the two 
years he is about to spend in military 
service will be wasted years. True, 
it is an interruption in his life plan- 
ning. But it will not be wasted, but 
rather be an investment in his future 
spiritual and temporal well-being if 
he looks upon it as an opportunity to 
express his convictions, live his testi- 
mony, be a missionary for Christ in 
one corner of the 40 countries in the 
world that now have U. S. troops, and 
make his contribution to the preser- 
vation of freedom. 


Pastor, please arrange to have an 
hour’s private interview with him be- 
fore he leaves. Point out to him the 
help available to him in the service; 
his service club, his education center, 
the entire special services program; 
all of which are provided by a con- 
cerned America to fill up his off duty 
time in a wholesome way. Also plain- 
ly point out to him the motives of that 
segment of society to be found in the 
environs of every military camp, who 
exist by appealing to baser instincts, 
whose business it is to make sex, li- 
quor, and even drugs easily available. 
Make it clear that the presence of 
such fifth columnists does not indi- 
cate military approval or endorsement 
of such a sordid way of life. The 
truth is that the military lacks the 
authority to.do very much about its 
environment in either a foreign coun- 
try or our own United States. Its 
only recourse is to provide clean ac- 
tivity, recreation, and good whole- 
some entertainment on post to keep 
him healthily occupied. Encourage 
him to take advantage of these. Don’t 
forget the chaplain’s program in your 
orientation. In the chapel services 
he conducts, the same Christ you 
preach is presented as One able to 
save, and empower for victorious 
Christian living. Pray for him and 
his work. 


Finally, when ie enters the service, 
give him a hearty send-off; not un-

It was a glad day on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 18, 1956, when the new Craig 
Memorial Chapel was dedicated to 
the service of Christian young people 
attending Bethany Bible College at 
Bethany Park. A good company of en- 
thusiastic visitors, mainly from the 
Coast Counties and Peninsula sections 
were present, as well as the entire 
District Presbytery, the Board of Di- 
rectors of Bethany Bible College, and 
the District Officers.

FOR SAN JOSE 


The dreams of Pastor T. Kermit 
Jeffrey and his congregation will final- 
ly be realized when Calvary Temple, 
Willow at Kotenberg in San Jose dedi- 
cates its lovely new edifice to the 
glory of God on October 7th and 8th. 

Three services are planned for the 
occasion which will mark a real mile- 
stone in the church’s history. On Sun- 
day morning, October 7th, Rev. Le- 
land Keys will keynote the occasion 
with a message and ceremonies dedi- 
cating the congregation to the Lord. 
(“They first gave their own selves” ) 
On Sunday evening, Rev. Joseph Ger- 
hart will outline the task to which the 
people must dedicate themselves. 

Monday evening, Oct. 8th will cli- 
max the ceremonies by the gathering 
of friends from the surrounding area 
in a Peninsula Fellowship Meeting at 
which time Rev. Leonard Palmer will 
dedicate the physical church structure 
to the Lord. Choirs and Men’s chorus 
from Bethany Bible College will par- 
ticipate. 

Calvary Temple began more than 
twenty years ago under the leadership 
of Rev. and Mrs. Williard Pierce, 
founders of the work. Since then the 
congregation has been pastored by 
Rev. and Mrs. Richard Carmichael 
and Rev. and Mrs. Richard Ruff. 
After having worshipped in various 
places the congregation purchased 
the W. P. A. property at Willow and 
Kotenberg and spent the war years 
using the small cottage while accum- 
ulating building fund. Immediately 
following the war, work started on 
the first nit which was built at a cost 


of $25,000.00. 

In 1953 construction was started on 
the new auditorium and has progress- 
ed till now. Since adequate funds 
were not available the work has been 
done in large measure by donated 
labor from people of the congregation. 
This is reflected in the fact that upon 
completion the building is valued at 
$150,000 with a total outstanding in- 
debtedness of approximately $65,- 
000.00. Broadway Bonds were used 
to finance the project. 

The structure covers 5000 sq. ft. of 
floor space in the main auditorium 
with a full basement containing Sun- 
day School facilities of equal area. It 
includes a complete nursery in the 
halcony and a large platform. Uphol- 
stered pews have been installed and 
a combination of redwood, oak and 
cherry woods give a beauty to the 
walls and furniture. 

Together with the original unit, the 
edifice will seat approximately 700. 

Pastor and Mrs. Jeffrey have served 
Calvary Temple for five years hay- 
ing come to San Jose from Burbank, 
Calif. Prior to this they engaged in 
missionary work in Buenos Aires, 
Argentina where they opened a 
church and participated in the found- 
ing of a Bible School. At present Bro. 
Jeffrey is a member of the faculty of 
Bethany Bible College as well as be- 
ing a staff writer for the national C. 
A. Department. 

Recently Rev. Paul Kienel, grad- 
uate of B. B. C. joined the staff of 
Calvary Temple on a full time basis 
serving as assistant pastor.

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E were looking for the 
mission station in a new 
section of the Ivory 
Coast as we bumped along over the 
bush trail in our car that was much 


the worse for the wear that it got in 
the long trek across the continent. It 
was hot, — dry, burning hot. We were 
hot, tired, thirsty and anxious to get 
to the end of our journey for that day. 
Following the instructions given us 
at the last mission station, we were 
checking the landmarks, — a hill, a 
dip, a bend in the road. At weary 
last, we caught sight of our goal on 
a rise of ground off to our left. It was 
two very ordinary looking native mud 
huts with a connecting straight mud 
wall section, but it was the temporary 
living quarters of one of our fine mis- 
sionary families. To the casual ob- 
server it was just a native compound 
and the huts would be bare except 
for the fire stones, a crude native 
stool or two and perhaps a_ storage 
basket. What refreshment could one 
expect to find in such a place? But 
it proved to be a little bit of heaven. 
The place was crowded — the fam- 
ily of six, a visiting missionary friend, 
and the two of us. But thanks to the 
ministry of the W. M. C.’s that Afri- 
can hut was a home. The beds were 
made up with sheets, quilts, and 
beautifully embroidered pillow slips 
contributed by various WMC groups 
in the States; the improvised pieces 
of furniture made of barrels and 
crates were covered with pretty print 
tablecloths, crocheted doilies and 
embroidered bureau scarves. Here 
and there on the pounded earth floor 
were braided and crocheted scatter 
rugs creating a homey atmosphere 
that contributed much to the comfort 
and relaxation of the missionaries at 
the end of a trying day.

Prisoners Sue Gospel Teams 


Seattle church people have been 
having services in jail regularly for 
years. But apparently some prisoners 
don’t want to be visited. At least 
that’s the opinion of one prisoner. He 
got so wrought up about it, he took 
the matter to court. 

William Harvey Rhea, serving a 
year on vagrancy and assault charges 
in Seattle’s King County jail, came up 
with charges of his own. Nineteen 
church groups, he said, were violating 
his constitutional rights. They were 
interfering with his free exercise of 
his own religion: Christian Science. . 

The suit came up in Seattle’s Su- 
perior Court late in November, ’55. 
Protestant leaders across the nation 
eyed it with more than curious inter- 
est. They wondered if the suit might 
not be the first round in trying to stop 
all prison religious services. The 
American Liberties Union argued on 
Plaintiff Rhea’s behalf. 

Complained Rhea: the prisoners 
were a “captive audience’ who 
couldn't possibly get away from the 
service. When the time came for him 
to “be saved,” he added, he could do 
it himself. 

“They (the evangelists) shake their 
fists and rap on the bars if we ignore 
them,” said a fellow prisoner. 

Then came the defense. It sounded 
like an old-fashioned prayer meeting. 
A tape recording of a Sunday service 
brought the singing and exhortations 
into the courtroom. 

After three days of argument, Judge 
Howard M. Finley climaxed his hour- 
long decision with these words: 

“What most of us, including the 
prisoners in the jail, need is not less 
religion, but greater dedication to the 
ideal which will guide us to the ulti- 
mate goal of human existence: salva- 
tion of ourselves and our fellow man. 
The injunction requested by the 
plaintiff is denied.” 

It was not a complete victory for 
the 19 defendant organizations. Side- 
stepping the constitutional issue, Find- 
ley left the problem of whether ser- 
vices can be held in jail corridors to 
Sheriff Tim McCullough. 
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McCullough forthwith decided to 
put an old jail rule in effect. In the 
future all religious services would be 
confined to the jail chapel and would 
be attended strictly on a voluntary 
basis. 

But Defense Attorney Ewart G. 
Suffell hailed the decision. Past chair- 
man of the Seattle Christian Business 
Men’s Committee, Suffell said: “The 
decision was a victory for Christian 
forces. Had we lost the case the next 
step might have been an attempt to 
prohibit religious services in penal 
institutions throughout the country.” 


Gideon Bible Distribution 
Permitted in Miami 


The Gideons cleared another legal 
hurdle in.their New Testament dis- 
tribution program when the Dade 
County School Board was advised by 
its attorneys that such distributions 
in Miami schools are “reasonable” and 
legal. An attorney representing the 
American Civil Liberties Union had 
asked that the practice be stopped.” 

It seems strange that in a “Chris- 
tian” country there should be such 
opposition to giving something as 
helpful as the Bible free to those who 
request it; but no real word of God 
escapes the challenge of His adver- 
saries. 


Polio Declines 

Through the first eight months of 
1956, reported cases of poliomyelitis 
were 45 per cent fewer than in the 
comparable period of last year. 


Communist View of the Bible

Bibles for TWA Planes 


Bibles are now being placed on all 
the new Super-G Constellation air- 
planes of Trans-World Airlines. Cap- 
tain G. C. Duvall, a pilot for TWA 
recently was presented with a Bible 
to place on the Super-G plane he 
would be flying. It was Captain Du- 
vall who suggested several years ago 
that in addition to a full supply of 
current magazines on each plane, 


there should be a Bible.
